GASOLINE PRICE FIGHT 


Barrett Invites Information of 
Alleged Discrimination Be- 
tween Missouri Towns. 


By the Jefferson City Correspon- 
dent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, July 16.— 
Communications from persons 
having information of alleged dis- 
crimination between Missourt! 
towns and communities in the sale 
price of gasoline were invited in a 
statement today by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Barrett, who Monday an- 
nounced he would proceed against 
the oil companies operating in 
Missouri towns unless gasoline 
prices were lowered. 

An investigation into gasoline 
prices has been in progress several 
months by the Attorney-General's 
department, Barrett said, and a 
large amount of data on varying 
prices collected. However, the in- 
quiry has not extended over the 
entire State, due to limited forces 
and Barrett said his department 
would welcome letters from per- 
sons with konwledge of wide di- 
vergences. in gasoline prices be- 
tween towns in the same section of 
the State. 

Anti- Trust Suits Possible. 


Pending completion of his plans, 
Barrett has not stated what form 
his proceedings will take, but they 
probably will be similar to the 
anti-trust suits filed in 1921 
against three organizations \of St. 
Louls dealers and manufacturers 
of building materials. It is under- 
stood suits probably will be filed 
within the next few weeks. 

“Current greoline prices not 
only discriminate against Mis- 
souri,”’ Barrett asserted, but show 
amazing discriminations within the 
State against particular loca lities.”’ 

“The natural laws of supply and 
demand are being interfered with 
and prices are being maintained by 
arbitrary measures,” Barrett de- 
clared. The State cannot fix the 
price, but I carn proceed to pun- 
ish the companies which are pre- 
venting the natural economic laws 
from bringing gasoline prices down. 
That is what I intend to do if 
present prices are not immediate- 
ly reduced.“ 

He said the emaller companies 
followed the Standard ö Co. in 
the prices charged in various sec- 
tions of the State. “If the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. and other companies 
refuse to bring prices to a just and 
fair level,“ Barrett concluded, I 
can promise them adequate pun- 
ishment." 

Says Producers Halted Cut. 

The Attorney-General recalied 
(Hat early this week the lowest 
price of gasoline in St. Louis was 
18.9cents a gallon, at Jefferson 
City and other interlor point it 
ranged from 17 to more than 21 
cents a gallon; while in Omaha.

The investigators also said that 
they obtained last evening, a state- 
ment from a St. Louis salesman, 
that he had taken Mrs. Henke on 
automobile rides recently, “perhaps 
15 or 17 times.” He is married, 
and he said that neither his 
wife nor Henke knew of his 
rides with Mrs. Henke. He de- 
clared therrides were merely for 
sociability, and that no improper 
acts occurred. 

The East St. Louis young woman 
was found at her home today by a 
St. Louis County Deputy Sheriff, 
and consented to go to Clayton. She 
was taken to the Sheriff's office, to 
be questioned in connection with 
the further questioning of Henke. 

Questioned in Separate Rooms. 

Henke and Joseph Yost, Mrs. 
Henke’s stepfather, were taken to 
Clayton yesterday afternoon, were 
taken back to their home for last 
night's session of the Coroner's in- 
quest, and were taken again to the 
jail. They were questioned simul- 
taneously, in different rooms, until 
the questioners were tired out, and 
they were then permitted to rest. 
Henke spent a part of the morning 
in prayer, on his knees beside a 
cot. 

Sheriff Willman said the men 
were “held on suspicion, for inves- 
tigation.”” The suspicion, he said, 
was based on the behavior of 
Henke since the finding of his 
wife’s body, rather than on any 
definite evidence which has devel- 
oped. The Sheriff, and the Rich- 
mond Heights and St. Louis police 
investigating the case, have ‘been 
impressed by the lack of evidence 
as to the entrance of any outsider’ 
into the home, on the morning 
when the murder was committed.

WOMEN ADD 100,000 NAMES 


TO REGISTRATION TOTAL 


312.501 Qualified Voters Now Com- 
pared With 147,105 at Pri- 
mary Four Years Ago. 

The primary election four years 
ago was the last election in which 
only men voted. Comparison of 
registration figures is of interest. 
It was announced yésterday that 
following the recent supplementary 
registration and revision there are 
269.789 men and women of St. 
Louis registered as voters. The 
registration previously had been 
257,292. 

The first time women registered 
was in September, 1920, getting 
ready for the last presidential elec- 
tion. That registration showed 
125.883 women and 186,618 men, a 
total of 312,501, women being 
about 40 per cent of the total. The 
registration for the previous pri- 
mary for male voters only had been 
347.105, though in former years the 
figure had run as high as about 
173,000.

$10,000,000 Estate to 
Widow. 


PROPERTY TIED 
UP OVER TAXES 


Original Petition Was Filed 
Two Years Ago, and Will 
Was Probated in Dublin 
Last July.

WEST PALM BEACH, Fla., July 


16.—Three children of Richard 
Croker, former Tammany chlef- 
tain, lost another step in their con- 
test of his will when County Judge 
R. P. Robbins admitted to probate 
here yesterday the will Croker 
made on Oct. 12, 1919. at Glen- 
cairn, his estate in Dublin, Ireland, 
bequeathing to his widow, Mrs. 
Bula E. Croker, his entire estate. 
valued at $10,000,000. 

Accepted as the last will and tes- 
tament of the late political boss, 
it revokes all other such docu- 
ments. The three children, Richard 
Jr., Howard and Ethel, who have 


prosecuted a long court fight to 
overthrow the will on grounds that 
Mrs. Croker, his second wife, exert- 
ed undue influence over her hus- 
band in his later years, announced 
through their attorney that they 
would appeal the decision. 

Attached to the will was a codicil 
written by Croker on Nov. 15 of 
of the same year to his wife re- 
questing that she give his daugh- 
ter, Florence, £10,000 ($50,000) be- 
cause she is the only one of my 
surviving children that has ever 
shown any gratitude to me.” 

Mrs. Croker cannot take posses- 
sion of any part of the estate, save 
Croker’s personal property here, 
$5000. until settlement 
of the case involving $110,000 in 
municipal bonds which were seized 
from a local bank vault last Octo- 
ber as security for Federal tax pay- 
ments. 


Her attorneys said, however, that 
the way now is clear for her to 
apply for ancillary papers of ad- 
ministration to supersede the New 
York Trust Co. as administrator of 
the estate. 

The great bulk of the real estate 
here is tied up in litigation between 
the widow and a real eastate com- 
pany. It involves ocean front prop-

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N The Federal Barge Line manage 
ment has requested Edward F. Gol- 
tra, lessee of the 14 Government 
barges and four towboats now tied 
up here, to enter into an arrange- 
ment by which the equipment can 
be leased, for meeting the public 
need of river transportation. Three 
Other barges; not now here, were 
included in the negotiations. 

In a report on the matter, made 
today, Theodore Brent, Federal 
manager of the Mississippi-Warrior 
Service, said, It has not as yet 
been. possible to agree upon terms 
which would permit the Federal 
Barge Line to operate this fleet 
without loss.’ 

Brent Reviews Transaction. 

Brent says that, following the 
failure to obtain needed equipment, 
the barge line will do the best it 
can with the limited equipment 
which it has. Reviewing the case, 
he said: 

“The 17 barges and four tow- 
boats were. leased to Mr. Goltra as 
the result of a war-time transac- 
tion. A year ago the Supreme Court 
gave the Secretary of War permis- 
sion to operate this fleet during 
that court's consideration of a mo- 
tion then pending before them. The 
Federal Barge Line, at the Secre- 
tary's direction, put the fleet in ov- 
eration, and has since moved in 
these barges in public common car- 
riage, about 190,000 tons of 
freight, approximately 6500 car- 
loads. i 

The supreme Court declined to 
consider the Government's motion, 
for technical reasons, and thus re- 
stored the former status of the case. 
This necessitAted the withdrawal 
of these barges and towboats from 
the operations of the Federal barge 
line. 

“All the towboats and all but 
three of the barges are now sta- 
| tionary in St. Louis Harbor The 
balance of the barges will be re- 
turned to the harbor by July 23. 

Proposal Made to Goltra. 

In the light of its knowledge of 
ithe public need of the transporta- 
tion these boats and barges can 
supply. and acting in conformity 
“with the urgent request of the Mis- 
-sissippi Valley Association, the 
| Merchants’ Exchange of St. Louis 
and others directly interested, the 
management of the Federal Barge 
Line has approached Mr. Goltra 
„ a proposition to lease the 
| fleet, pending final determination 
of the legal questions now under 
consideration by the courts. 

“It has not as yet been possible 
to agree upon terms which would 
permit the Federal Barge Line to 
operate this fleet without loss. 

“In these circumstances the 
Barge Line is rearranging its mo- 
tive power and perfecting its plans 
to maintain its service with equip- 
ment drawn from the lower river. 
There will be no interruption of 
service. Its schedules are being 
regularly maintained. 

“The possession of the addition- 
al barges did enable the service to 
increase the volume of its carry- 
ings materially. This accretion of 
traffic will have to be surrendered 
until other equipment can be pro- 
vided: There is, however, noth- 
ing in the present proceedings to 
cause public anxiety as to the 
continuity or regularity of the 
Barge Line's service.” 


CHINA AND SOVIET RUSSIA 
WILL EXCHANGE AMBASSADORS 


Pekin Accepts Moscow's Proposal— 
Russians Select Karakhan—Chi- 
nese Choice Not Announced. 

By the Associated Press. 

PEKIN. July 16.—China has ac- 
cepted the proposal of the Moscow 
Government that China and soviet 
Russia exchange Ambassadors, the 
Foreign Office announced today. A 
note accepting the Moscow propos- 
al was delivered to the soviet mis- 
sion there July 14. 

The Foreign Office je advised that 
L. N. Karakhan, who has been the 
soviet envoy to the Far East in 
general, will be the first Russian 
Ambassador under the new ar- 
rangement. As such he would out- 
rank the diplomatic representative 
of the other Powers here, who are 
only Ministers. Karakhan carried 
through the negotiations leading to 
China's recognition of the soviets.

With the exception of Loftin al! 
the candidates for several weeks 
have ben making speaking cam- 
paigns of the State and gradually 
the real fight in the primary has 
narrowed down to Nelson, Moore 
and Jacobs, with Jacobs ond Moore 
centering on efforts to wrest from 
Nelson the rural support which he 
appears to have in great measure. 

They have sought to ridicule the 
argument that Nelson is a dirt 
farmer” and the idea that he is 
entitled to the support of farmers 
on that ground. They have pic- 
tured him as a banker, who had a 
baronial estate in the nature of a 
plaything. 

‘Nelson probably will have no 
support in the St. Louis Demo- 
cratic organization, but the indica- 
tions in Kansas City are that he 
will be backed there by Tom Pen- 
dergast, the stronger of the fac- 
tional bosses. His lead in the 
country seemingly is not subject 
to question. 

Moore Strong in St. Louls. 

Moore will have the bulk of the 
organization support in St. Louis. 
though a little of it will go to Ja- 
cobs. Moore also has a very con- 
siderable support in many counties 
in Eastern Missouri, particularly in 
the towns. Jacobs has a strong 
following in the western part of 
the State and in Kansas City. 

It is admitted by supporters of 
the other candidates that Nelson 
is the man who will have to be 
beaten if one of the others win. His 
appeal has been particularly to the 
farmer and small town vote, except 
for the overtures he has made to 
the Pendergast organization in 
Kansas City. He was in the race 
early and through farmers’ organi- 
gation the word was passed 
throughout the State that he was 
the “farmers candidate.” 

Carecr of Nelson. 

There is nothing of the politician 
about Nelson's appearance nor his 
personal history. He is 47 years 
old and was born in Cooper Coun‘y. 
He received an education in meli- 
cine. When a youth he inherited 
from his grandfather a farm of 
something more than 2000 acres, 
and he chose to operate this rather 
than practice his profession. His 
only practice has been an occasion- 
al visit to a sick neighbor. 

The Nelson home is one of the 
few remaining in Missouri in 
which the traditional hospitality 
of the old South continues. It is 
in effect open house to the passer- 
by. Nelson runs the farm, though, 
of courae, it is not often that he 
personally follows the plow 

One would look in vain for the 
liveried butler and the air of seclu- 
sion which some of his opponents 
have sought to picture in Nelsons 
home, though it is larger and on a 
more magnificent scale than the 
average farm home of Missouri, 
comparing probably as a 2000-acre 
farm compares with the more fre- 
quently seen 160-acre farm.

In Arthur 
Nelson's case the property was left 
in trust with Lewis C. Nelson, 
Charles E. Leonard and the late 
Lon V. Stephens, all relatives, as 
trustees. 
the trusteeship was formed the 
trustees resigned and byagreement 
with them Arthur Nelson was ap- 
pointed sole trustee to handle the 
property which was his to use dur- 
ing his life. 

Nelson has been the target in the 
klan issue in the campaign. -He 
had: evaded any 
klan until several weeks ago Moore 
in a Jefferson City speech chal- 
lenged him to state his position. 
The report had been spread that 
Nelson was a member of the or- 
gEanization. His reply was that he 
was not a member of the klan and 
krew nothing about its secret 
ritual. 

In none of his speeches has Nel- 
son touched on the subject of pro- 
hibition, but he has pledged him- 
self to law enforcement. 

In addition to his farming inter- 
etts he has connections with sever- 
a! banks, being president of a small 
bank in Bunceton, chairman of the 
board of a National Bank in Boon- 
ville and a director of a bank in the 
Kansas City stockyards. 

During the war he was agricul- 
tural adviser of the draft board 
in his district, and was chairman 
of the County Council of Defense. 
He also was a member of the Live- 
stock Committee which supervised 
the meat supply for the army. He 
is president of the Missouri Live- 
stock Association. 

Jacobs Active Politician. 

Jacobs in Kansas City politics is 
affiliated with the faction headed 
by Joseph B. Shannon. He has 
been active in politics since a 
youth and his services Have been 
in demand in many parts of the 
State as a speaker in campaigns. 
He has been Prosecuting Attorney 
and Public Administrator in Jack- 
son County, serving in both offices 
in a manner to avoid public criti- 
cism. 

He volunteered for service in the 
war and was a member of a tant: 
corps. He is popular with ex-serv- 
ice men, and is expected to have 
their support to the extent that 
they could be lined up for any one 
candidate. 

Jacobs has been campaigning ac- 
tively since early in January. He 
has oratorical ability considerably 
above the average, and, according 
to reports from the rural sections. 
has been making headway in his 
effort to overcome the Nelson lead 
out in the country. 

Taxation His Main Issue. 

In taking the taxation issue as 
the principal argument in the cam- 
paign, Jacobs has attacked the 
State Tax Commission as the cause 
of high taxes. He has charged tha‘ 
the commission raised assessments 
of farm property to a high level 
when land prices were high, three 
or four years ago, and has failed 
to reduce assessments to meet the 
lowered land values of the last year 
or two. In this connection he has 
attacked Nelson because two of 
Nelsons more active supporters. 
Roy D. Williams of Boonville and 
R. Perry Spencer of St. Louis, hav2 
been members of the Tax Commis- 
sion. 

He has said that his first official 
act, if elected, would be to send to 
the Legislature a message urging 
that the Tax Commission be abdol- 
ished. He has advocated co-opera- 
tive marketing laws as a means of 
aid to the farmers. 

Jacobs is 42 years old. He was 
born on a farm in Shelby County 
Mo., and was educated in the public 
schools and at the State Universi‘y. 
He has been practicing law in Kan- 
sas City since completing his edu- 
cation. 

Moore and Priest Candidacies. 

The candidacies of Moore and 
Priest are linked in such a way 
that it is almost necessary to con- 
sider them together, Priest's can- 
didacy being in the nature of a 
protest because Moore refused to b» 
forced into the open on prohibition.

He was born in Lewis County and 
reared in Columbia, where he at- 
tended the State University.

He was an applicant for the post- 
tion of United States District At- 
torney under the Wilson admini- 
stration, but instead was given the 
post of Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue, which he held for eight years 
in a manner which brought com- 
mendation from his superior offi- 
cers in Washington. 

He was continued in office by 
the Republican administration for 
a considerable time after his term 
expired and retired at his own re- 
quest to practice law. Much of his 
practice has been in connection 
with applications for refunds of in- 
come taxes alleged to have been 
collected in excess of the legal 
amount. 

Priest Former U. S. Judge. 

Former Judge Priest was born 
in Ralls County. Mo., and educated 
in the public schools and at West- 
minster College in Fulton, is one 
of the best known attorneys in the 
State. He has practiced law in St. 
Louis for many years, his clients 
having included a number of the 
larger corporations. He was at- 
torney for the United Railways and 
conducted the long litigation insti- 
tuted in an effort to prevent the 
city from collecting the mill-per- 
passenger tax. He also represented 
the Pierce Oil Corporation and has 
been in litigation connected with 
the reorganization of the Frisco 
Railroad following its receivership. 

He served one year as United 
States District Judge in St. Louis 
under appointment from President 
Cleveland, but resigned to return 
to practice.

NAVAL COURT 
TIKES CAUSE OF 
TURRET DISASTER 


Heavy Casualties on Missis- 
sippi Due in Part to Pres- 
ence of Unofficial Ob- 


servers. 


CROWD BLOCKED 
EXITS FROM TURRET 


Explosion Attributed to De- 
fective Air Pressure in 
Clearing Gun of Gas Be-

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Secre- 


tary of the Navy Wilbur and his 
technical staff will determine 
whether further investigation is to 
be made to fix responsibility for 
failure to comply with regulations 
to which, in part, a naval court 
of inquiry has attributed the loss 
of 47 or 48 lives in the turret ex- 
plosion, June 12, on the battleship 
Mississippi. 

The accident which resulted in 
the death of three officers and 44 
men and the injury of nine others, 
with one man not accounted for, 
is described by the court of in- 
quiry as one of a series of three 
explosions in the turret during fir- 


ing practice off the California 
coast. 

The first resulted in no damage, 
the second caused the heavy loss 
of life, and the third, four hours 
later, added 10 to the number of 
injured. The first and third were 
in the left gun of the turret and 
the second was in the right gun. 

The court, which made no rec- 
ommendations in its report, ex- 
presses the opinion that the num- 
ber of casualties in the main ex- 
Plosion was increased by the pres- 
ence of unofficial observers who 
crowded the passageways, making 
exit more difficult; that the dam- 
age casualties on the left and cen- 
ter guns probably resulted from 
the failure to keep the safety doors 
over the shell table closed,” and 
that “the fire in the upper han- 
dling room was caused by the safe- 
ty doors not being entirely closed. 

The first and second explosions. 
it says, probably were due to 
‘four bore,’ consequent on an in- 
sufficient air pressure and guns 
not being properly cleared of gas 
before loading.“ with the added 
consideration that the expulsion of 
gas from the right gun may have 
been made more difficult wy its 
direction into the wind. 

Summary of Report. 

Summarizing the report, the de- 
partment gave the following as 
“facts” abolished by the court: 

“At about 11:45 a. m., June 12, 
1924, the U. S. S. Mississippi, while 
firing advanced practice B. to- 
gether with the Tennessee and Ida- 
ho, suffered a casualty in the right 
gun of No. 2 turret, which resulted 
in the death of three officers and 
44 (or 45) men and the injury of 
nine other men. About four hours 
later the left gun of No. 2 turret 
was accidentally discharged and 10 
additional men were injured. 


“The 10 additional men appear 
to have been injured while stand- 
ing outside the turret, and by the 

iast of the gun. The entire tur- 
ret's crew were killed with the ex- 
ception of two men from the right 
gun, five men from the center gun 
and two men from the left gun, by 
the original casualty. There were 
a number of observers, both offi- 
cial and unofficial in the turret. 
some of whom escaped. 

“All who escaped did so dy 
means of the exits into the lower 
handling room. The entrance doors 
underneath the overhead of the 
turret opened upward and appar- 
ently could not be opened in time 
to permit escape. Ensign Smith 
entered the turret by prying open 
one of the doors .under the over- 
hang about 15 minutes after the 
casualty occurred. The gases were 
so thick that he was able to remain 
in the turret only a few minutes 
with a gas mask on. He ascer- 
tained, however, that all men then 
in the turret were dead. : 

“The casualty in question oc- 
curred during the firing of th« 
eighth salvo. Prior to that time. 
namely, upon the completion of the 
load for the third salvo. the let: 
gun of No. 2 turret fired prema- 
turely while the firing circuit was 
open and while the gun was in load- 
ing position. As the plug was 
closed no damage was done. 

Trouble With Air Pressure. 

“As described by eye-witnesses, 
the main casualty occurred as fol- 
lows: The seventh salvo had been 
fired. guns returned to loading 
position, and plug opened. There 
appeared to be some trouble with 
air pressure, although not very 
clear just what. except that the 
gun captain was heard to make 
some remarks about the air pres- 
sure: the turret captain picked up 
a wrench and stated he would fix 
it.

Drug Experts to Report Findings to League 


—Four Nations 


Draft Prohibi- 


tive Measures.

GENEVA, July 16.—The govern- 


mental experts have decided to 
submit a series of opium projects 
to the, governments of all coun- 


tries, now that no agreement has 
been reached concerning the pro- 
visional draft for a new opium con- 
vention. This means that the 
problem of how to make The 
Hague convention more effective 
must be threshed out completely 
on the floor of the international 
conference which will be held at 
Geneva in November, 

A report outlining the plans will 
also be submitted to the permanent 
League of Nations opium advisory 
commission which meets in Au- 
gust, and this commission will be 
asked to submit its views, which 
likewise will be circulated by the 
governments. Four draft projects 
will be distributed, emanating from 
the United States, England, France 


rand Holland. 


The American and English 
drafts resemble each other, in that 
they both want definitely to limit 
the amount of narcotic habit- 
forming drugs which manufactur- 
ing countries will be authorized to 
produce with a board of control 
established and invested with pow- 
er of adjusting the annua! outputs, 
as changing conditions warrant. 
The basis of limitation is the con- 
fining of production to medicinal 
and scientific needs. 

The French project fixes no limi- 
tations for the various manufactur- 
ing countries and sets up no board 
of control, but provides for rigid 
control of imports and exports and 
of the sale of drugs within each 
country. The French theory is 
that rigid national control will au- 
tomatically reduce the drug evi! 
and eventually discourage cultiva- 
tion by the operation of the law 
of supply and demand. 

The Dutch projects concerns it- 
self chiefly with cocaine.

Following the example of the 
Cathedral of St. Isaac, which closed 
its doors recently, the famous Ca- 
thedral of Kazan on the Nevsky 
Prospekt, containing the miracle- 
working virgin of Kazan and the 
body of Field Marshal Kutusox, 


who defeated Nepoleon in 1912, 


probably will soon celebrate mass 
for the last time and become an art 
museum. 

The Sunday congregations have 


been so small and the receipts so

With its 136 Corinthian columns 
of marble, the great golden dome 
and colossal] statues of the saints, 
the Kazan Cathedral is one of the 
most imposing in all Russia. Built 
in the form of a great cross, the 
Cathedral is 236 feet long and 180 
Its magnificent paint- 
ings, gold ikons, splendid interior 
and balustrade of solid silver. 
weighing 360° pounds, have «a 
priceless value. On the walls are 
103 banners and other trophies, 
captured from Napoleon. Among 
its treasures are 23 keys to cities 
wrested from Napoleon, including 
Hamburg. Leipsig, Rheims and

The first step towards the prohibition of smal! 
arms is a bill introduced in the House by Repre- 
sentative L. C. Dyer to prohibit the transportation 
of small arms in interstate commerce. The probibi- 
tion propagandists are getting busy on behalf of this 
measure. 

The proposed interference of the Federal Govern- 


intended to benefit commerce; it is not for commer- 
cial purposes but for so-called moral ends, and is. 
therefore, a stretching of the constitutional power of 
the Federal Government for meddlesome and tyran- 
bical purposes. The next step will be a prohibitory 
lew, with all the paraphernalia of a special prohibi- 
tion unit to enforce it, with searches, seizures, in- 
vasion of rights and liberties, and the inevitable de- 


The bill does not go far enough. Although the re-| 
volver is a handy and effective weapon for crim-| 
inals, yet it does not monopolize the field. The 
shotgun, especially the sawed-off variety, is a fa- 
vorite weapon with bandits. The shotgun will have 
to be prohibited if we are going to stop murder 
by prosecuting the weapon instead of the person. 
And when it has been abolished, the knife and the 
club and the ax and hatchet and the monkey wrench 
must come in for prohibition. 

Then there is the automobile, the greatest aid of 
modern times to the perpetration of crime and the 
escape of the criminal. The automobile has made 
crime and escape easy. It offers wonderfu! oppor: | 
tunity to commit crime with any sort of weapon, and 
defeat capture and pursuit. Probably the develop 
ment of the airplane will supply another facility tor 
criminal acts and the defeat of justite. | 

So long as the law strikes at the idstrument which | 
may be used by criminals to perpefrate crime, there 
is no limit to the list of articles ich must be pro- 
hibited. So long as the sn eae pursues the 
policy of abolishing the means by which crime is 
accomplished, and abuses_and ex arise in the | 
matter of criminality and intemperance it will have 
to prohibit all the means and enforce the prohibition | 
laws with every available power of vernment. | 

The fatal mistake lies, however, in charging crime 
and intemperance to the means instead of to the 
persons. Murder and robbery are not committed de 
cause there are instruments at hand by which they 
may be committed, but they are committed on ac 
count of the intent of the murderer and the robber. 
And the person who intends and who has the motive 
to commit crime will commit it regardless of the 
means at hand. It is the criminal person who must 
be restrained, not the instrument. which may be 
harmiess and useful in itself. It is the guilty who 
ought to be punished, not the whole people. 

The only effective method of checking crime and 
preventing intemperance in anything is to enforce 
the laws against crime and intemperance swiftly 
and surely. There are no short cuts by Government 
fiat to reform and to the maintenance of law and 
order. The remedy must be worked out patiently 
and thoroughly through the processes of law enforce- 
ment. Neither obedience to law nor morality can 
be obtained by the exercise of governmental tyranny 
and wrong. They must be worked out in a reform 
of the person through moral training and the strict 
and sure enforcement of law against criminal] and 
offensive action. 
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THE CONQUEST OF MT. EVEREST. 


Lieutenant-Colonel E. F. Norton's special cable 
stories of the attempted climb to the top of Mt. Ev. 
erest, in the Post-Dispatch, give one a picture of 
man’s fight against nature second to no story of 
Arctic adventure or tropic discovery. Here are men 
from the North and men from the Himalaya Moun- 
tains themselves, with all the equipment that science 
and experience can suggest, rendered almost helpless 
by mere altitude. Other handicaps, such.as intense 
cold and searching winds, have been made familiar 
and faced with impunity on lower levels. But up 
there, where Ossa may be said to have been piled on 
Pelion, where eternal snow and ice reign, one thing. 
oxygen, is almost missing. It is impossible to carry 
the heavy tanks containing this vital gas, in syffi- 
cient quantities to do much good. And so every et- 
fort man may make is under a strain that quickly 
overcomes the most robust.

which promises to defeat man’s efforts for a while 
to come. Ultimately it will be conquered. But its 
conquest will yield nothing but glory to its con- 
guerors.

And that is the best reason for our determination | 
to get to that summit. At some time aviators may} 
easily fly over it in airplanes, but to do 80 they 
will have to take their own breathing apparatus 
along. Everest will always laugh at human pygmies, 
although they may have trod its topmost peak at the 


risk of their puny lives. 
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THE LONDON CONFERENCE. 

Approval of the Dawes plan has been expressed by 
all parties in advance of the interallied conference in 
London. They have accepted it in principle. It re 
mains to reach an agreement in putting it into effect. 
Toward the adjustment of what were the British and 
French positions Premiers MacDonald and Herriot 
have earnestly co-operated. 

The negotiations between London and Paris have 
had for their object the creation of conditions uncer 
which the $200,000,000 loan to Germany can be rait d. 
That is why the British Government has ins! ted on 
having certain details arranged from the start. It 
has been unwilling to leave them open for possible 
disputes in the future. Its purpose has been to as- 
sure satisfactory security for the creditors under 


cther mountain climbing, 


the German loan. It could not consent to take chances 
on the future or to enter into a rash speculation on 
political uncertainties. With France as its partner. 
it wanted a clear understanding equally fair and 
binding. 

The people who will decide the matter are the 
people who have to raise the money for the loan to 
Germany. That is right and reasonable. It was to 
meet their requirements the proposal was made that 
an American member serve on the Reparations Com- 
mission. Official authority for any such appointment 
from Washington was not to be assumed. But the 
same ends will practically be met if an American 
representative is the final arbiter in the event of 
the issue being raised as to whether Germany is to 
be declared in default in the payment of reparations. 

To any such disastrous policy as that to which 
M. Poincare committed France in the Ruhr the Dawes 
plan should not leave the gate to be opened at the 
bidding of a French Premier playing to French pas- 
sions. If Germany is to be helped to its feet, if it is 
to be enabled to discharge its obligations, if the allies 
are to recover what is justly due them, saner coun- 
sels must be enforced than have yet prevailed. 
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A California company has sunk a well more than 
7000 feet deep without getting a sign of oil. That's 
pretty near hell. 
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THE ST. LOUIS TOURISTS’ CAMP. 
What appear to be well-grounded complaints are 


being received touching the tourists’ camp in Forest 


Park. Tourists assert that the camp is too small: 
that with miles of grass surrounding it, the camp 
site looks like a desert; and that some official, in- 
spired by a spirit of meddlesome red tape, insults 
tourist couples by questioning their marital] rela- 
tionship. The complainants state that they preferred 
to go elsewhere rather than to submit to such con- 
ditions. 

Tourists’ camps for automobilists are not tem- 
porary affairs. The demand for such camps is bound 
to increase. And while a camp in a public park is 
an accommodation to tourists entering a city, and 
should be properly appreciated by them, the city 
cannot afford to be either parsimonious or meddle 
some in the arrangements and management of such 
acamp. There is enough space in Forest Park for 
a commodious camp. The lack of grass in a camp. 
with plenty of green sod all around for the campers’ 
use, is a small matter. But the attempt at social 
censorship of campers is unworthy of a village. It 
is an impertinence which campers justly resent. 

Let us have a camp that will please the tourists 
and de a credit to St. Louis. Either this or abolish 
the tourists’ camp altogether.

“When he comes back he 
hides in his taxicab so no one can 
know he’s here until he has had 
time to go home and change his 
dressified clothes. He wouldn't 
think of being seen in Clarksburg 
in the cutaway he wears up there 
in the dandified world. But in 10, 
minutes he blossonis forth in his 
plain business suit—and the older 
the better, cause it neans he's 
home ani free Again 

“Then it’s ‘by gosh, boys, I’m 
glad to see you!’ to each one he 
meets along the street anc he slaps 
us on ths back so hard it hurts. 
Oh, he’s a big lawyer, all right and 
the finest man that’s lived. But 
he gets tired being ‘nifty —anil 
when he gets down here he’s the 
real John—4 plain man in plain 
clothes, with a regular laugh and 
a handshake that “mikes yo" 
wince.” 

There's not a soul in Clarksburg

Fritz Haarmann, Alleged 
Have Killed 30, Boasts 
of His Crimes.

HANOVER, Germany, July 16— | 
“No Emperor. no King. never was 


Is it true that my name has 
over the world and that

about me: 

These were the words of Fritz 
Haarmann, charged with putting to 
death at least 30 young men, rang- 
ing in age from 12 to 25, in the 
most fiendish manner known in 
crime annals. 

Twenty-one murders already 
have been proven against him, the 
authorities say. and to half of these 
he has confessed. 

Haarmann met the correspon- 
dent with an unsteady, albeit pleas- 
ing gaze. He fixed two large blue 
eyes on the correspondent and in 
a soft, well modulated voice, im- 
plored the latter to answer ques- 
tion. Haarmann was flanked by 
two giant guards as he stood in 
the office of the Chief of Police. 

Does Not Want to Live. 

The only thing that seemed to 
matter to Haarmann at the mo- 
ment was his importance in the 
world’s limelight. He feels he has 
done something no human being in 
the world ever did before or ever 
will do again. He already is spec- 
ulating on what the scientists will 
say when they analyze his brain 
after he is executed. 

He does not want to live. If he 
had a chance to kill himself, he 
would do so, but that has been 
rendered impossible because of the 
armed guards who are watching 
him in his cell day and night. He 
is heavily chained and in order to 
prevent him laying hands on him- 
self to inflict bodily harm, an iron 
bar has been placed rigidly beneath 
his chin. Haarmann's eyes gleamed 
when the correspondent assured 
him his crime was unique. He 
eagerly inquired: 

Cunning of a Rational Mind. 

“There has never been anything 
like it in America, has there? You 
had the Franks murder. Yes, I 
read about it, but that is nothing 
like what I have done, is it? 

The conversation that followed 
indicated that no matter how sane 
and rational Haarmann may have 
been when he committed the mur- 
derand the cold, calculating nature 
of his procedure indicated the cun- 
ning of a rational kind—this man 
is not normal now.

Jacob 
Stern of Port Richmond later saw 
him going up the road toward the 
woods, with a man he described 
as more than 60 years old. Be- 
lieving the boy was directing the 
stranger how to reach a trolley 
line, Stern said he paid no heed. 

When Francis failed to appear 
for the evening meal his mother 
notified the police. 

Boy Scouts Find Body.

LES TOURELLES, FRANCE, July 16.—Warren Kealopha of Hawaii 
broke the Olympic record for the 100-meter backstroke swim in the first 
Olympic elimination trial today, ocvering the distance in 1 minute 13 2-5 
seconds, shattering the mark he established at Antwerp, but 4-5 of a sec- 
ond slower than the world mark he made at Honolulu in 1922. 


Kealoha was 5 seconds faster 
than the winners of the other four 
heats. Bartha, of Hungary, made 
the distance in 1 minute 18 2-5 
seconds, Rawlins of Great Britain 
in 1 minute 18 4-5 seconds, Thaulo 
of Norway in,1 minute 24 seconds 
flat, and Paul Wyatt of Uniontown, 
Pa in 1 minute 19 2-5 seconds. 

Henry Luning of Honolulu fin- 
ished first in the second heat in 
1 minute 16 1-5 seconds, but he 
was disqualified. This heat then 
went to Bartha of Hungary.

This mis- 
led Evans, who thought that the 
catch had been called fair and, 
when the Browns threw to first 
base he called Ruth out for leaving 
first before the vall was caught. 

Owens Holds to fiis Ruling. 

At once the players on both 


teams began to mill back and forth. 
One team had Owens to back them, 
the other Evans. It took at least 
10 minutes before a clear statement 
from Owens was obtainable. His 
decision finally was that Bennett 
had taken the ball off the grass and 
that Ruth, who had run from first 
to third, had not left first bage be- 
fore the ball was caught and thus 
rendered himself liable to being 
put out; for, as there was no catch, 
there couldn't be any liability. 


The spectators divided on the 
question about as evenly as the um- 
pires did—50-50.
